9. HAT important Cities did he take? 

A, Cherbourg and Roan, in 1418. The 
latter {uftained a Siege with unparallel’d Bravery ; for 
the Inhabitants of that great City defended themfelves 
tothe laft Extremity; and would never have been 
overcome, had they not been prey’d upon by Fa- 
mine, which was fo extreme, that they were forced 
to feed upon Leather; on ail Kinds of Animals ; 
and the moft loathfome Things. 

2, Did not the French endeavour to fend them a 
{peedy Succour ? 

4. The Dauphin was very defirous of doing this, 
but his Army was not ftrong enough to engage the 
Evemy. He had follicited the Duke of Burgundy 
to join his Forces with his, but to no Purpofe ; for 
the Duke, who pretended to have taken up Arms 
merely in the View of eafing the People; made no 
otrer ufe of them than to awe the King’s Forces, 
Whereby he facilitated the Conquefts of their common 
‘nemy. Sothat Roan, after {uftaining a long Siege, 
Was obliged to farrender.

2. Did Henry ftop here? 


4. He conquered the reft of Normanay before the 
Clofe of 1419 ; two hundred and fifteen Years from 
the Time that Philip Auguflus had difpoffefs’'d King 
John thereof, and united it to his own Demefnes. 

@. Did Fortune ftill continue favourable to King 
Henry ? 

A. He took Poatcife by Scalaco, and the whole 
Territory of Vexin in Normandy; however, the Ad- 
vantage he gained here, was vaftly inferior to that 
which he obtained by the Treaty concluded at Troyes 
in Champagne, the 20th of May, 1420. 

2, Wherein was this Treaty fo very advantageous 
to Exgland ? 

4. Charles V1. confented, that the Princefs Ca- 
therine, his Daughter, fhould marry Heary. Charles 
alio recognized him fole Heir to his Crown, in Pre- 
judice of the Dauphin his Son; and, at the fame 
Time, caufed Henry to be declared Regent of the 
Kingdom. 

2. Was this Treaty duly obferved ? 

A. Henry marry’d the Princefs; was recognized 
Regent, and as fuch put a Garrifon into Paris, and 
feveral more of the chief Cities of the Kingdom. 
And though the Dauphin ftrongly oppofed his Con- 
quefls, and his Troops defeated a Body of Horfe, 
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and kill'd the Duke of Clarence, Brother to King 
Henry, at Bauge, the 3d of Apri/, 14215 ‘us to be 
prefumed that Henry would have maintained, by 
Force of Arms, the Declaration which his Father- 
in-Law made, had he not been carried off by a 
Bloody-Flux in Vincennes, A4ugu/i the 31ft, 1422, In 
the thirty-fourth Year of his Age, after a triumphant 
and glorious Reign of nine Years and five Months. 

2 Did King Charles V1. furvive his Sou-in-law 
for any Time? 

A Only fifty five Days; and Henry’s Death gave 
anew ‘lurn to the Evglijs Affairs. 

2D, Was not this Prince an Enemy to the Lo//ard: ? 

A. Yes; Sir Jobn Oldcahle, Lord Cobham, one of 
the chief of them, was feized by his Order, and im- 
rifoned in the Zoawer, whence he made his Efcape ; 
but being afterwards retaken, was hanged up at the 
Waitt, by a Chain, and burnt alive. He died with 
wonderful Refolution. ‘This brave Man was the 
firit among the Nobility who fuffered upon a religious 
Account. 

”. Did Henry leave any Iflue ? 

A. Only one Son, viz. Henry VI. brought him 
by Cothe-ine his Wife; who notwithftanding fhe 
was the Widow of fo great a Prince, and defcended 
from the moft illuftrious Houfes in Evrope, marry’d, 
fome Time after, a We/f Gentleman call’d Owen 
‘Tudor ; which greatly offended both the Eng/if and 
Frexch. Vis pretended that this Gentleman was 
forung from the ancient Kings of Wales: But ’tis 
uncertain whether this Defcent can be well proved.

2. What was the State of this Prince’s Dominions 
upon his Acceffion? 

A. England and Irelandenjoy'd a profound Peace. 
but Charles VIL. exerted his utmoft, in order to fyn. 
port himfelf upon the Throne of France. 

2, Was he fuccefsful ? 

A. No, he lofing the Battles of Crevant and Vor. 
neuil: A Body of Engli/fb Troops were indeed defes:. 
ed at Oravelle by his Generals; but this Succefs was 
of no Advantage to Charles; the Englif> difpoffefiing 
him of fo many ftrong Holds, that the Only Title 
they then beftowed upon him, was that of the Liss/, 
King of Bourges: And we may reafonably prefume, 
that King Henry’s Forces would have foon drove him 
on the other Side the Lore, had they taken Orleux:;. 

2, Did the Englifo lay fiege to it? 

A. Yes; they invefted it on the 12th of Ofodcr, 
1421; and after having routed the feveral Bodies of 
Men fent to throw Provifions into that City, it was 
look’d upon as loft; when oan of Arc, a young 
Shephercefs, aged only twenty-one Years, born in 
the Village of Domremy in Lorraine, came to Chinor, 
where King Charles then kept his Court; and told 
him, that ihe was fent exprefly by Heaven, in Order 
to raife the Siege of Or/eans, and afterwards to con- 
duct him to Rheims, and caufe him to be crown’d in 
that City. 

2. Wasany Credit given to what fhe {aid ? 

A. The King, having committed her to the Exa- 
mination of fome Divines, they declared, (but on 
what Foundation ?) that fhe had a Call from Heaven. 
On this Prefumption, Charles gave the Maid of Or- 
leans (for by this Name fhe is known in Hiftory) a 
firong Body of Forces; who putting herlelf at their 
Head, entirely defeated the Eng/ife, and entered Or- 
deans; after which fhe cut above eight thoufand Mea 
to Pieces, (according to the French Hittorians, though 
the English Writers mention only fix hundred) as the 
ftormiag of various Forts, which the Eng/:/> Gene- 
rals had built round this City ; and forced the latter 
to raife the Siege with great Difhonour, the 12th of 
May, 1429. ‘This fudden Viftory over the &ng/:/2 
is imputed to the unaccountable Frenzy and Surprize 
with which they were feized, from the chimerical 
Suppofition that they were to encounter a Witch ; ‘9 
filly were Mankind in thofe dark Ages.

oe Yes; the purfued the Exg/id clofe, and difpol-

Sgon after, the Council cf War ordered, ‘Vnat no-

‘ that all Ceremonies of State ufed ‘o him fhould be 
‘ left ot, and his Attendance fhould be fewer Per- 
‘ fons, and at lefs Charge.’ 

Next Day the Commitee of the Commons, which 
h ad becn appointed to draw ae (Charge — the 
} reported an Ordinance ‘ for impeaching Charl.s 
‘ gee King of England, of Hieh ‘Treaton, aid 
‘ for trying him by Commiffioners to be nominated 
‘in the faid Ordinance ;” which, being agreed to by 
he Commons, was on January 2d cacried up to the 
Lords for their Concurrence. But, upon their re- 
jecting it, the Commons paffed thefe remarkable 
Votes; 1f, ¢ That the People are, under God, the 
‘ Original of all juft Power. 2dly, That the Com- 
‘mons of England, being chofen by, and repre- 
' fenting the People, are the fupreme Power of the 
‘ Nation. 3dly, ‘That whatfoever is enacted or 
- declared for Law, by the Houle of Commons af- 
‘f{embled in Parliament, hath the Torce of Law, 
‘ tho’ the Confent of the King and Houfe of Peers 
* be not had thereunto.’ 

Then they proceeded to conftitute and erect a 
Court, to be called, * The High Court of Juftice,” 
which fhould have Authority to try the King / and 
to examine Witneffes for that Purpofe, and to pafs 
Sentence of Death upon him. Cromzwe// held the 
fecond Place in this Commiflion ; forced Col. Doawmnes 
to acquiefce with the other Regicides, upon their 
Adjournment, at the King’s Requeft, into the 
Painted Chamber; and Col. /zgod/fby to fign the hor- 
rid Sentence, helping his trembling Hand to ufe the 
Pen. And yet it is recorded, that on the very fame 
Day, as was appointed for the Murder of the King, 
Cromavell and the Officers alfembled together, on a 
ga to confider of fome Means, if poflible, 
with Security to the Nation, bow to fave the King’s 
life. At which Meeting, after much ‘Time vainly 
inent in frivolous Expedients, it was carried without 
Cbhjedtion, ¢ That a fpeedy Remonftrance fhould ke 
propoied to the Parliament; and that the hing, 
in the mean Time fhould be refpited. Cromavedl 
preven! his Refolution taking iveet by a long- 
winded Prayer, which he began, with their Canfent, 
to enguire and find out the Mind ¢ sf ea befcre 
¢d ig fo Weight} an Affa: bor he con- 
tinued io long in this Exercife, that

whom he had appointed for that Purpo fe, came 
fapping at the Doer, defore he was dene, and bid 
them not trouble themfelves aboutthe Ning, for the 
Work wes done, ¢. .. his Head was cut off 

The unexpected News of the King’s Fyecution 
furprized many of the > deceived Commitice, whe 
were lock’d up with Cromevelt, under the ‘aile de- 
lufive Notion of Seeking of God, how they might 
find a Way to prei etve his Majefty’s Lite. But 
Cromwe'] endeavoured to appeate them with his fut. 
eellive Method of foothing their Bigotry ; and hold 
ing up his Hands by .Way of ‘hank{giving, ce- 
clared, ‘hat he could perceive that it was not God's 
Pleafure ‘ the nae fhould live: And, that he wa 
even afraid, they nad been tempung the Lord by 
coniulting how to fave his Life. 

Having by this Artifice cleared himfelt from any 
wrivate Contrivance to hatten the King’s Death, 
Cromawe// repaired to the Place where tne Body was 
cofincd; where he was heard to fay, ‘ Thatif he 
* had not been a King, he might have lived longer.’ 


And took fuch Mea: ‘ures about his Interment, chat 
we wey be allowed to form, even from his Pro- 
ceed ings there upon, that Crom: its] kept in View 


the grand Point of his Ambition to ( ze the fupreme 
Power; and at the faine ‘lime to guard againit any 
Indignity, which, by a Revolution alter his Death, 
might be offered to his own Body, as well as againtt 
the Oppofition he fhould meet with 1m the Execution 
of his Scheme. For, if we can give any Credit 
to the Oath of Barkficad; the Son of 
one of the Regicides, he contrived to preferve his 
own Corpfe from the expected Difgrace, by fubiti- 
tuting the Royal Martyr's in its Room; as fhall be 
more fully related hereafter. 

It has generally been wondered, why Cremucll, 
who had Power and Dexterity to awe the Parlia- 
ment; to exclude all his Opponents ; to model a 
fupreme Court out of his own Creatures; to de- 
throne and to murder the King, under the fpecious 
Pretence of {upporting and maintaining the Religion, 
Laws, and Liberties of the People, did sot imme- 
diately affume the Reins of Government into his own 
Hands. But they do not confider that the Inftry- 
ments mace Ule of by Cromeuc//, in thefe Extremi- 
ties, were Enemies to Mon archy, and as ready to op- 
pole Cromwel/, as any other Perfon, that fhould 
prefume to reftore the Form of Government they had 
been engaged to defiroy. The Independents, the 
Acjatators, aod the Spirit of the Leveilers, which 
Rill prevailed among fome of the beft Troops in the 
Army, and had dene him fo much Service in the 
Work already performed, were to be firft managed. 
This polt ic Genius knew better than to hazard his 
Carling Scheme to the Rélentment of thele feveril 
Parties, who, he was certain, world have united 
againit his Rathnefs and Uturpations the’, be: was 
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fare to make them do the Work for him in Time, after 
he ferthem by the Ears together atnong themfelves. 
refore to Yecure the Majority in the Army and 
Parliament, aml to guard againit a) Aterprts of placing 
a new King upon the Throne, he had it enacted Death tor 
any Perfon to proclaim, or promote the Inrereft of, King 


Charles I}. and that the Members who had voted the late — 


King’s ‘ Conceffions to have been 2 fufficientr Ground for 
* Peace,’ thould be for ever fecluded from their Seats in 
Pasliament ; ‘ Thar the Houle of Peers was ufelefs, dan- 
* gerous, and fhould be abolifhed ; That the Office of a 
* King was unnecefiary, burthenfome, and dangerous ; 
* and fhould alfo be abolifhed : And, that the Form of 
* Government fhould, for the furure, be aCommonwealth, 
* under the Direétion of forty Peifons, by the Name, 
* Stile, and Title of The Keepers of the Liberty of Eng- 
* Jand, of which Number our Hero was one.’ 

So far Cromavell yiclded to the Inclinations of the feve- 
ral Parties he had to ruin : Still kecping up his Authority, 
while he feemed to defire nothing but to gratify his Af- 
fociates : For it was by his fole Influence that Lord a fe 
the Earl of Helland, and Duke Hamilton were beheaded, 
and Sir ¥obn Owen was pardoned : Tho’ the greareft In- 
ascre{t was uted to five the former ; and not a Mouth open- 
ed to petition tor the Life of the latter, till Ireton de- 
fircd it. 

Bur, improving their good Humour to his own Ends, 
he procured an A@ tomake it High Treafon tor any Sol- 
dicrs of the Army to contrive the Death of their General, 
er Licurenant General ; ar co endeavour to raife Mutinies 
in the Army. Which, as it cured his Perfon from all 
Violence, it alfo (ubjected the whele Army to his-Will, or 

o be punifhed at his Difcretion. 

Marrers being brought to this Iffue, Cromawell’s firft 
Practice was upon the Adjutators, the chief Inftruments 
ef his Succe!s againft both the King and Parliament. He 
had led them on fo fucceffively, that he defpaired of ever 

ining them over to approve the Thing they had reto- 
| ei condemned, and punifhed; And therefore deter. 
mined to rcmove them. out of the Way ro his furure Ad- 
vancement. In order to this, he had obtained the late 
AG again{ft Mutiny, and for the Security of his Perfon: 
And hed {pirted up the Officers to fuch a Contempr of 
that inferior Court of Serjeants, Corporals, @%c. who 
were the only Members in the Council of Adjutators ; 
thar they readily fell into the Snare, and were perfuaded 
to accept of Cromeaueli’s Propelal, to fhare the Government 
ef the Nation in Union wit 
thar ina very fhort Time the Adjutators dwindled‘into a 
Cypher. They were no longer confulted; and’ all their 


‘Petitions and Remonitranees were rejected, and at lait. 


punithed with the urmoit Severity. 

The Levellers, who had promifed themfelves a good 
Share of the Spoil of the Kingdom, finding they had been 
deluded, and thar all the Engagements and Agreements 
were but fo many Rattles, by which the Army was drawn 
- en to act the private Intereft of Cromevell, were fo enrag. 
> ed at this firft Step of Slavery, that they refolved to main- 

main their Rights by Force ot Arms, if they could nor be 
heard, and have their Remonitrances againft this rifing 
' ‘Power in Cromwell, and other Grievances leading thereto 
syedreffed. Accordingly a Petition was figned by five of 
“them, and prefented to his Excellency General Fairfax, 
and his Council of Officers ; Cli complaining of fuch 
Procecdings. Bur they were feized, and tried by a Coun. 


«il of War, and condemned to ride before the Heads of 
rbcir feyeral Regiments, with their Faces towards the 
Horfe’s Tail, and their Crimes written upon their Breafts ; 
ahd akerwards, having sheir Swords broken. ever. their 
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Heads, tobe cafhiered; “and rendered incapable of (: yin 
in the Army ever after. Which ‘Sentence wes execuret 
on she 6th ot March, 1648-9, to the great Difconrent of 
the Army, who were determined ar the firft Opportuni- 
ty to revenge the Affront. And tho’ the Officers proceed... 
ed to funifh fome few orkers with Death, when the fame 
Spirit began to fhew itfelf ; yet, being more and more en. 
raged at this Butchery of their Fellow Soldiers, they unite 
ed under the Direction of Col. ¥obm Lilburn; and, being 
fecretly encouraged by. the Royal Party, who. promifed 
them, Affiftance, in Cafe of Need, it was refulved by feve. 
ral-of the bet Regiments to lay afide their Officers, and 
have Recourfe to Arms. Accordingly Stvoop’s Regiment 
of Horfé marched off with their Colours at Salisbury, to 
join fome others; confederate with them, whole Coniun- 
tion would effectually have difconcerted Cromewell’s whole 
Scheme, and in all prebablity reduced him to Non-entity ; 
Of which he was fo fenfible, that he engaged Fairfaix to 
march with their two Regiments immediarely in Purfiic 
of them ; and by any Means, if poflible, to prevent their 
Union, 

Fairfax and Cromwell came up-with that Regiment ae 
Abingdon ; which conlifted of twelve entire Companies, 
in all 900 Men, mounted the beft in the Army, and whe 
were not to be reduced by Force without much Bloodfhed. 
Wherefore it was refolved to put them off their guard, by 
an Offer of an atime me the Treaty, that they mighe 
falla de to fuperior Policy. The Bait took ; and while 
the Levellers were fecurely refting themf{clves at Burford, 
and their Horfes put into the adjoining Meadows, Col, 
Reynolds fell into their Quarters, about 12 o’Clock at 
Night, routed them, took 400 Men and all their Horfes ; 
which pur an End to the intended Infurrection, with on. 
ly the Lofs-of. three or four Lives, who were executed in 
terroren. 

From. hence na and Cromwell vifited Oxford, and 
were prefented with the Degree of Doors of Civil Laws ; 
and, at their Return to Lomdon, they received new Marks 
of Honour from the Parliament; Which fo difpirited the 
Army, that the Regiments: deftined to ferve in Ireland 
readily fubmitted.to Order, and Cromeypell was commillion- 
ed tocommand them in Chief, ro reduce that Kingdom to 
the Obedience of the new Commonwealth of England; 
tho’ he pretended great Reluétance to accept of fucha 
Command ; and that it wat purely in Obedience to the 
Commands of the Parliament, and to the Will of God, 
that. he could determine himfelf in fo-weighty an Affair. 

The Houfe were fo well pleafed with this Declaration, 
that on the 2d of Fune (1649) they made him Lord Lieu. 
renant of Ireland; and Cromwell, from the very Minute 
of his: receiving this Charge, loft no Time im raifing 
Money, providing Shipping, and muftering tite Forces 
neceffary for this Expedition, On. the 1oth of Fey, his 
Excellency departed trom London-in great Srate, drawn in 
a Coach and fx Horfes, a very uncommon. Sight in thofe 
Days; and conduéted to Brentford by many Members of 
the Parliament and Council of State, chief Officers of the 
Army, and a Life-Guard formed of 80 Men, who had 
formerly. been Commanders, and were now braycly 
mounted and accoutred, both themfelves and Servants. 
Hence he proceeded to Briffol, to difpatch the Train ot 
Artillery, and many other Matters neceflary for the haft- 
ening his Men on Shipboard, And after fending three 
Regiments, which he fhipped off at Cheffer, &c. to the 
Afkitance of Fores, his a cicesattienak who had 
much ado to maintain Dublin again{t Ormona’s Party, he 
repaired to Milford-Haven, in odes to embark with the 
Bulk of his Army, and, before he could (ail, was greatly 
rejoiced with the agreeable News of Ormond’s Deigat.

Ampfylde Moore Carew, was the Son of the 

Mr. Theodore Carew, Refior of Bickley, neat 
Tiverton, in the County of Devon, and at the Age 
of Twelve was fent to Tiverton School, where in 
the frit four Years he gained a confiderable Know- 
ledge in the Latin and Greek Languages , but ioon 
a hew Exercife engrofled his Actenuon, and this was 
thatof Hunting ; for as the Liverton Scholars had 
at that Rime the Command of a Pack of Hounds, 
this Youth had frequent Opportunities of graufying 
his Inclination to that Divertion. 

The ‘Tiverton Scholars being informed, that a 
fine Deer had been feen in the Fieid with a Collar 
about us Neck, which was fuppoied to be the ia- 
vourite of fome Gentleman wio lived at no great 
Diitance, they went in a Body to haunt it, with Ca- 
rew aid {ome other young Gentlemen at the: 
Head. ‘The Chace was very hot, and lalted te- 
veral Hours, and as it was jatt before tarveit, 
rack young Sporuinen did a great deal of Damage 
tothe Corn. Upon this, Complaint being made to 
the Mailer of the School, a trict Enquiry was 
made concerning the Ringleaders, who were fevere- 
ly threatened ; Carew and his Companions abiented 
from School, and the nexe Day happening to go 
to ad Alchoule about half a Mile trom ‘liverton, 
fell in Company witha Society of Gypfies, con- 
fitting of feventeen or eighteen Perfons of both 
Sexes, who were met with a full purpofe of Ivler- 
riment, and had a plentiful Feaft. Carew con- 
ceived a {trong Inclination to become one of the 
| Company,. and the next Day was initiated into 
the Myiteries of that idle Society. His Parents 
now fent Meilengers to fearch for him; and anxious 
fur bis Safety took every Method of difcovering 
their Son, ll at the expiration of a Year and a 
halt, having heard frequent Accounts of the Trou- 
bie they were in upon his Account, his Heart 
meited, and he went to his Father’s Houfe. As he 
was greatly difguifed both in Habit and Counte- 
nance, he was not known by his Parents ; but when 
he cifcovered himielf, their Joy guthed from their 
HKyes, and they welcomed his Return with the moft 
tender Endearments. 
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His Parents now took all pofiibie Methods to 
render Liome agreeable to. him, and to wean him 
rom tuch an abandoned Courte of Life 3; and for 
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the Gypfies there, changed both his Manner;

his Drels, and forgot his Family, his Friends and 
Education. 

The firk Difguife he put on, was that of a tor 


fhipwrecked Sailor; when having counterfeited th. 
Pailes and Certificates that were neceflary for him 
to travel unmolefted, he found ‘himfelf perfedtly 
able to impofe on the Humanity of Mankind, He 
next aflumed the Form of a plain honett Country 
Farmer, and pretended, that having lived in the 
Ifle of Sheepy in Kent, his Grounds had been 
Overflowed, and all his Cattle drowned: His Habit 
was now neat, but rultic; his Air and Benavioy; 
fimple and inofienfive, his Countenance dejected: 
and he pretended that a Wife and feven tende; 
helplets Children, were partakers in his Mi-fottunes. 
He next learnt the Arc of catching Rats, from a 
Perfon of that Profeflion, and drelfling himfelf file 
his Matter, followed a much more honourable 
Employment than he had done before. An Employ- 
ment, which though mean, ts at leaft honelt, and 
in which he was capable of being ufeful to society, 
He next threw afide his Cloaths, and covering him. 
felf with a Blanket, and alluming the Character of 
Mad ‘Tom, raifed confiderable Contributions, only 
by committing the moft wild and frantic A@tions. ; 

As Carew’s variah!e Temper made him alffume a 
Variety of Forms, the fame Difpofition gave him 
a defire to fee other Countries, ‘he therefore find- 
ing a Ship at Dartmouth ready to fet fail for New- 
foundland, went aboard this Vetiel, and arriving at 
the End of his Voyage, obferved the Method of 
catching and barrelling Fifth, and after having {fa- 
tisfied his Curiofity, and made all the Obfervations 
that he thought might be ufeful to him, he returned 
back in the fame Ship to Dartmouth, when beg- 
ging in the Character of a Seaman fhipwrecked ina

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Voyage back from Newfoundland, he applied to 
fuch Merchants and Mafters of Vefiels as were well 
acquainted with that Iiland, and being able to give 
a particular Account of its Settlements, Harbours, 
Fithery, and Inhabitants, gained a confiderable 
Booty. 

Soon after this being at Newcaftle upon Tyne, 
where ke made avery genteel Appearance, he fell 
deiperately in love with the Daughter of an emi- 
nent Apothecary and Surgeon, a young Lady whoie 
Beauty wa: equal to that of any of her Sex. He 
here nade ufe of all his 
very agrecable, did ne 
his Provoials’ of Marrt 


rt, and as his Perfon was 
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and then to fail with him to Dartmouth, where be- 
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ner the dreadful Secret, Shocked and confounded 
as fhe muft be at this Difcovery, her love to the 
Impottor foon got the better of her Pride and juft 
Refentment : When fetting out fer Bath, their Mar- 
riage was folemnized with a fplendor little fuitable 
to their Circumftances. From hence they went 
to Briftol, where they lived for fome time in a 
very elegant Manner, and went to pay a Vifitto an 
Uncle of Carew’s, that lived at Gofport, who 
treated them with the greateft Hofpitality, made ufe 
of every Argument to reclaim his Nephew, and 
even enforced his Admonitions, with Promifes of 
providing for him while he lived, and making him 
his Heir when he died; yet nothing could prevail 
upon him to relinquifh his mean and difhonelt Em- 
ployment. 

On his leaving his Uncle’s, he bethought himfelf 
of anew Stratagem, and equipping himfelf in a 
Clergyman’s Habit, put on a Band, a large white 
Whig, and a broad brimm’d Hat. His whole De- 
portment was ftill agreeable to his Drefs, his Pace 
was folemn and flow, his Countenance grave and 
thoughtful, his Eyes turned on the Ground; from 
whence, as if employed in fecret Ejaculations, he 
would raife them to Heaven: Every Look and Action 
{poke his Want; but at the fame time, the Hypocrite 
feemed overwhelmed with that Shame which modeft 
Merit feels, when obliged to follicit the cold Hand 
of Charity. ‘This artful Behaviour excited the Cu- 
riofity of many People of Fortune to enquire into

Vevonthire, he made the beft of his Way thither, 
and joining the Affembly, with a feeming modeft 
‘turance, made his Cafe known, and {fatisfying 
thea by his Behaviour, that he was one of the 
sect, they made a confiderable Contribution for 
his Relief, 

With fuch wonderful Facility did he 2ffumea 
Very Characier, that he often deceived thofe who

LORIO was one of the molt accomplithed 

Gentlemen of the prefent Age, and had a 
large Eftate: When he was about One and twenty, 
he efpoufed the Lady Cordelia, who, betides Wie 
and Good-nature, had a Fortune of 100,coo |. and 
had only the Misfortune of being born iome-Years 
before him. All the Expreflions of mutual Love 
and Ejleem pafied between them; and the Marriage 
was Celebrated in the molt fumptuous Manner, for 
feveral Weeks ; Balls, Concerts of Mufick, Ailem- 
blies, and Entertainments on the Water, being the 
BuGne{s of each Day. 

But how uncertain at beft, are all our Joys! For 
Florio, with his Lady, taking the Diverfion one 
Evening at Barn-Elms, of a fine Concert and {plen- 
did Supper ; amongit the reft of the Company there 
appeared the charming Sylvia, who, with a Lady 
of her Acquaintance, made the ‘Tour of the Walks : 
My dear Florio, fays Cordelia, obferve that beau- 
tiful Perfon, how genteel is her Mien, and how 
ravifhing is her Voice in finging! Let us try to en- 
gage her to our Entertainment. Florio undertook 
to do it, whillt his Lady and her Companions |i- 
ftened to the Nightingale. He invited Sylvia to his 
Tent, and after a Turn or two in the Walks, he 
learnt her Name and Place of Abode, giving her 
the greateft Marks of his Affection. When they 
joined the Company, Cordelia in a particular Man- 
ner exprefied her Etteem for her, and how happy 
fhe fhould be in her Converfation. They now 
reached the T'ent, and refrefhhed themfelves with a

Dine together, if poffibie. The Colonel with much 
difficulty brought Sylvia to Cordclia, who, after they 
had been a little time ina Room together, introduced her 
ta Florio: I am, fays fhe, che Perfon that introduced 
you into Sylvia’s; Company, I forgive her all Offenees 
committed againit me; fhe has fhewn her Regard for 
you in the return of her Prefents, which I cannot pre- 
vail upon her to accept of again ; and as fhe is refolved 
tu retire from the World, let us now be as plcafant 
a> we can together, and thank the Colonel for his good 
OMfices. Burt cheir Hearts were too full to cat much:

An Account of Hupson’s. Bay, its Difco- 


very, &c. 


S it is propofed, in the Conrfe of thefe Numbers 
*A to give the Reader an accurate State of the Britifb 
Empire in America, and of fuch Colonies of the French, 
as intercept the immediate Connection of any one of 
ous Colonies with the other neareit it, or that by run- 
ning on the Back of them, interrupt their Inland Com- 
merce ; fo in the forming of my Pian, I have made my 
out {ce from Hudfon’s Bay, as being the oldett, “as 
well as the molt Northern of all our American Se'tle- 
ments; and confequently fhall be obliged, in purfuing 
the Chain, to trke in Canada, and confide: by whac 
Right or Pretence the Frezich hold rhat Colony ; and fil 
advance farther in'their Pretenfiins on Nova Scotia, for 
which F’am in a particular Manner prepared. As fo 
Huds Day, it is at beft a barren Snbjz@, from the 
Deferiion whereof, the Reader is not to cxpeét much 
Matrer of Amufemenr, burt neverthelefS ir is of too much 
Importance to be negleéted, 
he Portugueze having, in 1486, opened a Paflage to 
Yada by the Cape of Goad Hope, and Columbus attempre 
me the fame Voyage by a direct Weft Courfe, having 
diftovered America, iattead of finding India; which Ex- 
edition had been propus’d by a Brother of Columbus to 
Hexey I. King of Eazland, bur tod lare accepted. Yolirs 
Cibet, a Venetian Mariner, ‘then rencing at Briffol, ou 
th: Suvcefs of thefe Undertakings, and the sod Inclie 
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nations of the King, propofed to his Majefty a yo 
to India by a Nort. Veit Courfe, as then fappofin 
open Paffage thac Way ; and in the eleventh Ye 
the Reign of the fame King, obtained Letters 
*, ag Purp fe. wag * 

n the Spring the Year 1497. n Ca ° 
from Briffol in a Ship fitted out at ine i ane 
attended by three or four fmaller Veffels, fitted of 
and treighted by the Merchants. On the 24th of Pure 
he difcovered Newfoundland, foon atter another Ijand 
which he then named, and ftill retains the Name of 
pF eae: and after having well confidered the Coa 
and the apparent impracticability of a Paflage that Way, 
and having in exchange for his Commodities procured 
a good Cargo of Furs and Skins, and got three: of the 
Narives on board, he finding Winter approach, fteered 
his Courfe veg Fg and ater furveying the Coaft as 
far as to Cape Florida, returned fafely to Ergland. And 
here, as Sir William Monfon, in his naval Traéts, witely 
obferves, is the Bafis whereon is juftly canftructed tie 
Lilaim of the Enelifh to the Empire ef fo much of 
North America, as lies between Cape Florida and the 
Arétic Circle, which includes the French Colony of C4. 
nada, and all our prefent Pofleffions of Georgia, Carolina, 
Virginia, Maryland, Penfilvania, New $erfey, New 
England, Nova Scotia, and Hudfon’s Bay, extending in 
a Line trom about the Latitude of 28 to 75 North, 
which, at 23 Leagues to a Degree, is 1081 Leagues, or 
3443 Miles. $obn Cabot had with him a Son named 
Sebaftian, who was born at Briffol, and it is from him 
that we have an Account of this Voyage, which is far. 
ther particularized in a Letter of his written to the Fope’s 
Legate in Spaiz; wherein he fays, that it was from a 
Contideration of the Struclure of the Globe, the Detign 
was tormed of failing to the Indies by a North-Weit 
Courle ; and that he did nor expect to fall in with 
Land, until they had reached the Coatt of Tartary. 
Thar after falling in with the Land, they traced it to 
the Height of fitty-ftx Degrees, and then finding the 
Coaft trench away to the Eaftward, he quitted the Ar- 
tempt, and failed to the Southward. That he was fo 
difcouraged by this, that he renounced all hopes of fue 
ture Succefs. In the Reign of Henry VIII. he feems to 
have had fome Thoughts of attaining a Pallage to the 
Southward; he mate a Voyage to Bra/fi/, was taken into 
the Spani{b Service, and employed to conduct a Squa- 
dron through the Streights of Magellan to the Eaf 
Indies ; but inftead of that, entered the River of 
Plate, propofing to find a Paflage that Way. After 
ftaying in thofe Parts abour five Years, he tecurned to 
Encland, and was at the Head of feveral Expeditions for 
difcovering a North-Eatt Paffage ; in which, tho’ he met 
but with little Succets, yer ro thofe Atrempts we owe 
the great Trade carried on to Arch-Angel in the White 
Sea, until the Building of the City ot Petersbyre, by the 
Czar, Peter the Great, in the Baltick, as alto the Green- 
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‘dand Fithery. 


After the Deceafe of Sebaftian Cabot, Martin rele 
propofd a Voyage for Difcovery of the North- eft 
Vaflaze; his great Patron and Encourager was Ambrofe 
Earl of Wareick, at that Time in great Credit with 
Oueen Elizabeth. He failed from Blackwall the 1sth of 
Some, 1576, with the Gabriel and Michael, ot twenty- 
ive Tons each, and a Pinnace of ten Tons. The Mi- 
chael, deferted him at Sea, and returned home, reporte 
ing him lott. The Captain profecuted his Voyage, 4 
pafied through the Streight which {till bears his pony 
and purfued his Courfe to the Latitude of 63.8. when 
having the Misfortune to lofe five of his Men, ac 9 
he bad fent on Shore, it determined his return, psiron 
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one Savage whom he had taken Prifoner, and artived ar 
germouth the firft Day of Offober. He brought Home 
with hima Black Srone fuppofed to yield Gaid, which 
fome Experiments feemed to confirm, and upon that Ac- 
count a fecond Expedition was refolved upon. 


He failed the 31ft of May, 1577, in her Majefty’s Ship 
the 4i1, of two handred Tons, attended by the Gabriel 
iad Michael Barks. And on the 16th of fuly tellin with 
the Iiland at the Mouth of the Srreigits above-named, 
and called rhe Point thereot Queen Elizabeth's Foreland. 
Here he took on board about 200 Tons of the sepa 
Gold Oar, and returned to England, bringing wit! him 
rwo of the Natives, a Man and a Woman, and arrived the 
ith ot September at Padftow, in Cornwal, Bat wherher 
the Goldfmiths employ’d to affay this Oar deceiw’d the 
Queea, or it was really bad, it was declared to be good 
for nothing; and this Expedition was made one of the 
ftanding Jeits of that Age, as we find it recorded in Shake/- 
pear. The Queen, notwithfianding, encouraged him to 
ynake another Voyage, gave him the Command of a 
Squadron of fifteen Sail of Ships, and prefented him with 
3 Gold Chain. His Initru€tions were to make a Settle- 
ment, for which Materials were taken; one hundred and 
twenty Men were to be left behind, and three Ships to 
be ftation’d on the Coaft. He failed from Harcyich the 
sift of May, 1578; on his falling in with Land he met 
with a Storm, wherein the Ship was funk shat had the 
Materials on Board tor che Settlement. And nor aap 
able to find either the Streights or the Gold Mine, he at- 
ter much Toil and Labour returned to England, without 
effecting any Thing, nor ever attempted this Voyage 
after. Wehear of this Gentleman no more until we find 
him commanding the Triumph, in the famous Sea-fight of 
1588, when, for his gallant Behaviour, we find him 
Knighted ; and fix Years after he died at Plysoxzth, of a 
Yound he receiv’d at the Taking of ne 

The next Expedition leading to the Difcovery of Hrd- 
fon’s Bay, was undertaken by Mr. ¥ohm Davis, a Gentle- 
man wRo had ferved fome Time inthe Navy. He failed 
from Dartmouth the 7th of Yune, 1585, in the Sunfbine 
ot fitty Tons, attended by the Moonfhine, of thirty-tive 
Tons, and on the 2oth of $uly, fell in with the Land 
near the Entrance of thofe Streights which bear his Name, 
which he called Cape Defolation ; on the 26th of the fame 
Month, he made Land again in the Latitude of 64, Is, 
and there he went afhore, and convers’d with the Na- 
tives, whom he found a tractable honeft People. On the 
6th of Auguft, he found himfelf in the Latitude of 66, 
40, In an open Sea, he anchored on the Coaft ina fine 
Bay, near a Mountain, which, by the Fall of the Rays of 
Light on it, appear’d like the Colour of Gold, to which 
he gave the Name of Mount Raleigh, he called the Road 
Hye bh the North Foreland, Dyer’s Cape; and the South 
Foreland, Cape Walfingham; he then entered a fair 
Strait, and called the Southermoft Land at the Entrance, 
the Cape of God’s Mercy, in this Strair he failed North- 
north-weit, fixty Leagues, with Hilands in the Middle, 
bur a clear Paflage on both Sides, he met with Signs of 
People on the Shore, and found the Tide flew fix or feven 
Fathom, but could not difcover whence it came. On the 
aift, he returned from the Inlet, and on the 3oth of Sep- 
tember arrived at Nermouth, & 

Captain Davis failed again from Dartmouth the 7th of 
May 1§86, in the Maremaid, of one handred Tons ; the 
Sunjbine, the Moon{bine, and the North-Star of ten Tons ; 
be the isch of Fune, he fell in with Land, in the Lar. 
ot 69 North, and Longitude 47 Welt trom London, where 
the Ice obliged him to bear away ro-the Latitude of 57, 
ri Order to double the Cape, which he did, and then 
suad himfelf in an open Sea; on the.2g9th, be difcovered 
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Land again in the Latiinde of &4, aud is the Lengignde 
$8, 30, where he went on Shore, 21d traded with rhe 
Natives; he round thisto be a@ biokcu Land with area 
Sounds and Iniets. About the Middic ot Fa, he &y 
home the SLzrewaid, and continued b's Expedition im the 
Moonfbine, On the rit of Aueufi, be diuicovered Laod am 
the Lat. 66, 33, and Longiacie 2o Weit; he (aw many 
Inlets, bur did not Atrempr any, aod on the toth at che 
fame Monorh fteeréd Homewards, and arrived in Eyeland 
the Beginning of Oéfebsr. i? 

Upon a Suppourien tnar the Whale and Seale F thery 
would pay the Expence, Capraia Dazis ves fired outa 
thid Time, and tailed trom Dartmouth, the rorh of Mey, 
1687, inthe Supfbine, attended by the Elizabeth of Dart 
mouth, and the Ellen of London. He fell in wich Land te 
igth of Fune, and on the 16th, they anchored in a Hare 
bour, where chey traded with che People. Oa the jorh, 
he reach’d che Latirede of 72, 12, on the Weit-fGde ef 
Greenland; he then raa Weiward go Leagues, and on che 
izth ot Fly, fave Mount Raleish ; on the 22d, anchor'd 
at the Bottom of the Gulph, on the 26th met with a great 
Storm, and on the 30th, difcovered Laomley's frlet, in rhe 
Latitude 62 and 63, and then reruracd to Dartmnonth, 
where he arriv’d the igth of September. ‘ 

After this, voyaging to the Nosth-welt, was fulpended 
for about 15 Years, and then cngag’d in again by cha 
Ruffian and Turkey Companies, who employ’d Capraing 
George Weymouth ; he failed on the 2d of May, 1602, in 
the Difcovery ot Seventy Tons, attended by the 
of fixty Tons, commanded by Mr. Yobn Drecy; on the 
28th of Fume, he reached the Latitude of 62, 30, and 
made Warwick's Foreland. On the igth of July, bis Mea 
mutinied, and took a Refolation to retura to Enudand, 
offering however, that if with the North-weft Wind chen 
blowing, he would endeavour a Difcogery in 60 or $7, 
they woul, run any Hazard with him; on the 26th, he 
fell into an Inlet, ia the Lat. 61, gp, and {faied about Joo 
Leagues up it, Weft and by South, abour torry Leagues 
broad ; but the Year bemg far {pent, and his Men in berh 
Skips tick, he recurn’d for England, where he arrived the 
sth of Auguft. 

It was neceflary to premife thus much, in Order te 
fhew by what gradual Steps Hudfon’s Bay came to be did. 
cover’d, the Motive to all thefe Voyages, was a Prefump. 
tion of finding a Paflage by the North-eait, or Noche 
welt to the Eaft-Indies, a Point the prefent Age is very 
fond of patronizing, upon no other Grounds in Nature, 
than a {clt-fufficient Imagination, that what may be, cer. 
tainly is; bur as many get Employmenr by ir, and the 
Pollibility of improving our Commerce encourages it, 
fol fhall not attempt to interrupc the vain Conceits of 
Men, who mutt know if they underftand the Globe tho- 
roughly, that was there a Paflage, they could have no 
Chance of trading to the Indres by it. 

The next Voyager this Way, was Captain Hudjfon, he 
left Gravefend the firft of May 1607, and fleer’d due 
North ; on-the 13th of June, he fell in with the Eaft 
Coaft of Greenland ; on the 21ft of the fame Month, in 
the Latitude of 73, faw other Land, which he named 
Hold with Hope, and thence continued his Courfe North, 
to the Latitude of 78, where ic is pretended the Weatber 
vas more warm and temperate than in the Latitude of 63 5 
on the 7th of July in the fame Laticude, toand themfelves 
in an open Sea, and in the Latirude of 80, 23, fell in with - 
the Coaft of Spitzhereen; he continued his Courfe to the 
Latitude of $2, and then finding his Progrefs impeded.by 
a tixt, Continent of Ice, he atrempred in vain to fail round 
Greenland by the North-welt, propofing to return Home 
by Davis's Streight; but finding that impracticable, he 
bent his Courfe dire&ly for England, where he asrived 
fafe the isth of September. Apri 
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April 22, 1608, Captain Hud/on, fet out again 
in Purfuit of a North eaft Paflage, he attempted to 
pals between Spitzbergen and Nowa Z-embla, but was 
hindered by the Ice; and finding himfelf deceived 
by any Attempts on that Side, he ftood away to the 
North-weft, propofing to experiment a Paflage by 
Lumley’s Inlet ; but upon Reflection, judging himfelf 
too late for the Seafon, he returned Home. 

In 1609, he went again in Search of a North- 
eaft Pailage, and having examined the Coz of 
Nowa Zemb.* to no Purpofe, he bore away for New- 
foundland, where, having continued fome Time 
trading with the Natives, thence proceeded to /ir- 
ginic, and fo made a trading Voyage Home. 

He failed again from Blackaval/, the 17th of 
April, 1610, and at the latter End of May, fell in 
with the Coaft of /celend, and found a good Har- 
hour in the North-eaft, where he was kindly enter- 
tained by the Natives ; on the firft of une he failed 
from /ce/and, and onthe reth, faw the Land, ramed 
inthe Map Deflation, anil on the 24th, entered the 
Streiehes, which inthe Map bear his Name. On the 
2d of .Juguf, he pafled the Srreights, and failed to 
Bottom of the Bay, carefully infpeéting the fame as he 
coulted along, founda convenient Creek in the South- 
weit, where he laid up his Ship for Winter. Asfoon as 
the Spring opened, continued purfuing his Difco- 
veries along the Coaft in a {mall Sloop; on his Re- 
turn to his Shtp, his Men mutinied, and fet him, his 
Son, and fix more on Shore in the Shallop, and they, 
were never heard of after, bat Captain Hud/aon’s 
Ship arrived fafe in Eng/and, The Account of this 
Dilcovery encouraging others, a new Expedition 
was feton Foot conducted by Captain Button, others 
under the Dire@ion of Captain Bylo, Captain James, 
we. theie having gradually difcovered the Bay, and 
the icveral Ports, Havens, and Creeks about it; and 
in the Year 1670, a Patent was granted by King 
Charles 1. of which, and of the Nature of the Air, 
Climate, Product, and Trade of this Country, the 
Reader will have a verv particular and diftin@ Ac- 
count ina future Number of this Work. 
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from which greater Advantages may be derived to a 
Man of Bufinefs, than from a very confiderable 
Fortune ; which, if put into Trade without fuch 
Advantages, will gradually diminith ; and! with 
this Aggravation, that after fudden Affluence },a; 
introduced Luxury, and rendered expenfive living ha. 
bitual, mediocrity will be deemed Indigence, and Indi. 
gence will become an infupportableCalamity. Neither 
fuffer great Expectations to betray you into a State of 
fervile Dependence, you will then become a Slave to 
the Humour of the Perfon whole Fortune you ho 
to inherit; a Wretch, perhaps, whofe Heart jg 
rendered callous by Avarice, and whofe Temper j; 
foured by old Age or Difeafe ; and if you thould 
be the Survivor, you will probably have the Morti- 
fication to find, that, for fome caufelefs and capri- 
cious Difguft, the Wealth which you expected to 
poilefs, is bequeathed to a Stranger. 

Let your Wife be religious, but not a Biggot ; 
otherwife her Time and her Thoughts will be who!! 
employed in devotional Exercifes, and her Famil 
Affairs totally neglected ; befides, if her Opinion be 
diffrent from yours, fhe will accufe you of Super. 
ftition or Infidelity, and harrafs you with Controverly, 
till you will fly from Home, as an Office of In- 
quifition, in which your Wife is not only Judge but 
Executioner. 

Avoid her, in whom the Love of Pleafure appears 
to be a predominant Paflion, however enticing her 
Wit, or however alluring her Beauty. Domeftick 
Affairs will be deem’d unworthy of her Notice, 
and the Expences which attend the Indulgence of 
fuch a Difpofition, will never affect her, till the 
Fund be exhaufted ; nor will fhe be convinced that 
her Defires cre unreaionable, till the Gratification 
of them is become impoffible ; for the Love of 
Pleafure acquired in Youth, ts fo deeply rooted, 
and che Opportunities of gratifying it fo many, that 
a Reformation cannot be hoped even from a Con- 
viction of the Neceffity of attempting it, and an 
earneft Defire to effet it, if there is not a Degree of 
Fortitude and Refolution, which bas been teldojn 
found in the ftrongeft Minds, with all the Advan- 
tages of habitual Virtue. 

Plain natural good Senfe is an effential Qualifica- 
tion, and is, 


Altha’ no Science, fairly worth the feven. 


This, joined with that OEconomy which it natu- 


rally produced, is the very Batis of matrimonial 
Felicicy ; without thefe, all other Accomplifiments 
would be either ufeful or hurtful; as thefe are the 
Principles which dire&t every Quality to its proper 
Ufe, and make a!! conducive to tbe general Good : 
aind if you thould fuifer by inevitable Lofies, and 
tne Hopes that were founded on Honefty and Dili- 
gence fhould be difappointed, the Woman who 3s 
poileit of thefe Virtues will fill reduce your Ex- 
pences within the Bounds of your Income, and yoo 
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may with her live, in a Manner, intrenched, and 
gimoft bid Defiance to every Afiault of Fortune. 

But there is no fingle Quality of fo much Im- 
portance as Sweetneis of Temper, to meet with 
Smiles! when the Bufinefs of the Day is over, to 
footh the Anguifh and Anxiety that are generally 
produced by Hurry and Difappointments ; to be {fo 
perteclly yours, as to enter into your different Paf- 
fons and Affeétions fo deeply, as to feel them with 
you and for you, is to alleviate every Sorrow, and 
double all the Felicities of Life. 

But this is a Difpofition which is fo exactly imi- 
tated by Complailfance and Good-breeding (which 
an elegant Writer terms an artificial Good-nature) 
that you will find all your Sagacity neceffary to dif- 
cover the difference. 

With regard to Perfon, rather chufe one in whom 
there isnothing that difeufs you, than a celebrated 
Beauty ; for ‘Time and Fruition will certainly make 
you indifferent. But the Beauty of your Wife will 
attract the Eyes of others, and will peruaps pro- 
duce an Attempt upon her Chaftity; if the refifts, 
fhe will not fail to make a Merit of her Refiftance ; 
and having ‘her Vanity conftantly flattered by the 
Praife of others, fhe will expeét a Degree of Re- 
fpeét, little fhort of Adoration from you; aRe- 
fpect, which Familiarity with the Obje& is known to 
have no Tendency to increafe. 

Notwithftanding _cemmon Prudence feems to 
countenance, and the Bafenefs and Villany of fome 
feem to juftify the Praftice of making Settlements, 
yet I difapprove of it upon the Whole ; and though 
infome Cafes it may have anfwered good Purpofes, 
yet] doubt not but it has greatly contributed to ren- 
der thofe very Perfons unhappy, for whofe Advan- 
tage it was intended, as it unavoidably occafions a 
Ditference of Interefts, and naturally tends to de- 
itroy that Union, without which no matrimonial 
Happinefs can fubfitt. 

However, if the Parents of the Lady whom sou 
fhall! chufe by the foregoing Rules, think a Settle- 
ment neceflary, 1 would not have you forego her 
vpon that Account; but do not fuffer her to part 
with the Power of difpofing of her Money without 
the Confent of Truftees ; for if any Opening for the 
Increafe of your Trade, the Purchafe of any extra- 
ordinary Bargain, or the Purfuit of any rational 
Scheme fhould offer, you will find to your Mortifi- 
cation, that in every Truftee you have got a Mafter. 
Neither grant a Settlement large enough to make 
her Independent, left you pat into her Hand a Rod, 
which at will be well for you, if you are not fre- 
quently obliged to kifs. 

l Cannot quit this Subje& without adding one 
axim, which, though generally negleéted, is of 
creat Service; ‘be conitantly diligent to keep alive 
cure, and preferve that Delicacy of Affection 
which is fo juftly celebrated, and fo feldom felt. 
Moft Peeple, after they are married, imagine 
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their Point is gain'd, and lay afide all thofe litle 
Arts, thet, by hiding the’ natural Infirmities, and a- 
voiding difgufting Indecencies, railed Expectations 
which fhould not be difappointed. It fhould be re- 
membered, that the fame Means which were ufed 
to gain Affedtion, are ab/olutely neceilary te@ pre- 
ferve it: And I think an indelicate Behaviour, and 
grofs Familiarity, if they do not alienate Affection, 
never failto quench Defire. Obterve then, a icru- 
pulous regard to Decorum, nor indulge yourieit in 
}'amiliarities that violate Decency ; fleadily preferve 
in your Condué& a proper Degree of Complaiiance ; 
for it is a Kind ef Barrier, which, if once broken 
down, Rudenefs and Incivillty will rufh in upon you, 
and bring along with them Negle& and Contempt, 
which may poflibly grow into afixt Averfion. 

After all, you are not to ex Perfeétion, and 
muft be fatisfied, if the good Qualities are fuffici- 
ently Predominant in the Perfon to flamp the 
Charafter; and when you are poffefied of this ami- 
able, this truly defirable Object, treat her with all 
that Regard and ‘Tenderne{s fhe fo well delerves - 
for though with a Perfon of a contrary Caft you 
be inevitably enhappy, yet your Felicity even with 
one of this Turn, muf& in a great Meafure depend 
upon your own Conduct: In one Word, endeavour 
to make her Happy, and you will find yous 


own Happinefs will follow, as a neceflary Confe- 
quence. : 


The bad Confequence of Vicious PLAYS, 


THE Amufements of the Theatre are capable 
of the greateft Benefit, when rationally ap- 
plied, but of the moft pernicious Confequence,, when 
its Produ€tions tend to promote Infidelity and, Licen- 
tioufnefs: A melancholy Inftance of which is ¢on- 
tained in the Story of Eugenie; a young Lady, 
whofe natural Sweetnefs and Benevolence of Difpa- 
fition was improved by a virtuous Edacation ; her 
Perfon, equally amiable with her Mind, drew the At- 
tention of one of thofe fafhionable Men of Honour, 
who call the bafeft of AGions by the Name of Gal- 
lantry ; this Gentleman was refolved to. gratify hrs 
Defires at the Expence of all the Ties of ‘Trnth and 
Humanity; and therefore fpared no Vows or Pro- 
mifes to gain the AffeQion of Eugenia, whofe na- 
tural Innocence and artle(s Heart, hindered her from 
having the leaft Sufpicion of his Sincerity ; but not- 
withftanding he found the Means not to be indiffe- 
rent to her, he could never find that fhe fwerved from 
the ftrifteft Sentiments of Virtue; at laft he bethought 
himfelf of a Scheme on which he placed his greateft 
Hopes ; and this was by carrying her frequently to 
thofe Plays which he knew had a natural Tendency 
to foften and unguard the Heart; and by this Me- 
thod of proceeding, he found Opportunity one Even- 
ing, after her Paffions had been heightened by fome 
very loofe Scenes, to effe&t what he had almoft de- 
{paired of fucceeding in; the Confequence of which

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_ Was, he abandoned Her to Mifery and Ruin. Her The New OCCASIONAL PROLOGUE : Spoken 


poor Mother, whole Happinefs was centered in her 
Daughter, funk under the Misfortune very foon ; 
and as to Eugenia, Peace and joy feem to have fled, 
and given Place to eontinual Anguifh and Sorrow, 
in a Country Retirement. 
What I would infer from this melancholy Story 1s, 
that Nothing is of worfe Confequence towards de- 
Jbapching the Mind, than vicious Plays; and how 
much too many of our Comedies deferve that Title, 
I appeal to the Publick, who muft allow, with me, 
that by exhibiting thefe Kind of Pieces, the Stage 
-inftead of fpurring on to Virtue, is the very Nur- 
fery of Wickednefs and Infidelity. It is here the 
Libertine triumphs, knowing it to be the grand Sup- 
port of his Ways; but let him confider, that Pro- 
phanenefs and Obfcenity has been always judged 
to be the Refuge of all thofe who are void of real 
Wit and Senfe. The Writer goes on with many 


other judicious Reflections, for avhich ae have not 
Room.

Political State of Foreicn AFFAIRS. 


Petersburazh, Sept. 9. 


R EQUENT Conferences are held at the Chan- 
cellor Couur de beltucheff’s, concerning the Situa- 
tion of Affairs between our Courtand that of Swe- 

den, “The Emprefs having reccived Information, that 
tne General who command the Swedifh Troops in Fin- 
land, had received Orders to augment the Magazines in 
that Province her Imperial Majefty has alfo fent Orders to.

Madrid; Sept. io. Mt. Keene heving difpatched a Cou- 
vier to London with the Propofals Jately made him by 
our Miniltry, has received an Exprefs in Return, with 
Initruétions to infift on rhe Payment of 100,000 |. only 
by the Court of Madrid to the Englifh South Seca Com- 
pany, provided that Court will renew the Advantages 
granred to the Britifh Nation by the Treaty of 1667, and 
by others fince concluded between the twd Courts. 

Hanover, Sept. 22. It is faid here for certain, that 
the King will fcr out tor Englandthe iit of November.

On Wednefday the Twelfth of this Inftant Sepmember, 
the faid William Smith, being brought trem Newgate to 
the Old-Bailev, and calied to rhe Bar, waved his tormer 
Plea of Not Guilty, and confeffed the Fact; making at 
the fame Time a very pathetick Speech, which was as tol- 
ows: 
my My Lord, [am unhappy enough to ftand here in- 
died for a Faét, which I perceive my Profecuror is ready. 
ro prove againit me ; therefore, tiom a Coafcioufnels of 
ir, and to prevent giving the Court any unneceflary 
Trouble, Ido contefs my Guilt, and fubmilfively rely on 
rhe Favour of the Court to intercede for my Life. weno My 
Lord, Ihave thus much to fay in Alleviation of my Crime, 
that this is the firft Time 1 ever appeared before a Court 
of Juitice in an ignominious Manner; that a Cafe of Ne- 
celity urged me to commit the Fact I am charged with ; 
end that my Heart is full of Sorrow and Contririon for it. 
If therefore, your Lordfhip, or Mr. Recorder, will be 
plealed to report me in this favourable Light to his 
Majefty, or the Lords in Power, it will I hope, be the 
happy Means of inducing them to extend their Clemency 
towards me: But, if Iam founfortunate as not to be 
thought an Obje& worthy their, Compafiion, I truft, that 
the Lord of Heaven and Earth will have Mercy on me.” 

On Wednefay the Nineteenth of this Inftant, Sep. 
tember, when William Smith was called to the Barto ree 
ceive Sentence of Death, he fpoke as follows : 

‘ My Lord, To what I faid onthe Day of my Trial, 
Jhave only on this melancholly Oceafion to add, That 
my humbie Confeffion then, proceeded from a {fincere 
Compunétion of Heart in Abhorrence of my Crime. I 
therefore now fervently pray, that the Almighty, who 
isthe brighr Fo.mrain of Mercy, will infpire his Majefty’s 
Royal Breaft with Sentiments of Compaflion towards me, 
and that, in Confideration of my untcigned Sorrows and 
Penitence, he will be moft gracioufly pieafed co reftore 
me my forfeited Life; a Live fouglit only to atone for 
the Errors of the paft, and to pray tor my Prefervers,’ 

Immediately after this Speech, a Motion was made by 
Mg. Davy, that William Smith, alias Sands, alias Dawe 
fon, be detained in Cuftody, on a Charge of Forgery, 
and Publication of Forgery, in order to be removed by 
Eebeas Corpus, to be try’d at next Exeter Affizes: The 
Cale is as fuliows. 

Capr. James Webb, at that Time, Commander of his
